heard in conversation yesterday talking 
about our prospects for a union depot. 
He 


went on to say that the only conscience 
there is about the Illinois Central is to be 
found in its pocket-book. The road is not 
in the habit of aiioiding anything like ade- 
quate depot facilities. 
You may travel up 


and down the whole line and you will sel- 
dom meet with more than an old shed. 
Starting in the city of Chicago, where the 
road ha- franchises that are worth millions, 
you find an old and rootless ruin doing duty 
for a depot. 
l"p in Bloomingtm the road 


has a barn-like structure where passengers 
are expected to hang around for trains. 
The attorney called attention to these and 
other instances of the road's policy in tin- 
matter of depots, and then remarked that 
Decatur would never get anything better 
than it now has until the diiectors of the 
Illinois Central were shown that the city 
has an alternative. 


He was in favor of letting the Central 


authorities know that the people of I>ca- 
tur can form a stock company and build a 
union depot in some other part of the city. 
There is a very nice piece of property on 
the south side of the Wabat-h track between 
North Main street and \ortn Water. A 
company can be formed to build a depot on 
this ground, and arrangements can easily 
be made to let all roads into it, except the 
Illinois Central. 
The Central is now enjoj- 


ing a. very nice revenue from leases of its 
present tracks and imaginary depot facili- 
ties. A new depot iu the place indicated 
would cut off all these revenues and remove 
the Central from the centre of railroad 
traffic. 
The depot indicated would be a 


good financial investment, and this attorney 
says that it will be well to let the Central 
people know that the business men of De- 
catur aie ready and willing to invest in it.
